Mr. Hall knew of no salary roll 


maintained bv Halsey other than for 
himself and Miss Mary Ryan, Hal- 
seys' stenographer, 
whose unwilling

the prosecution yesterday.

officers of the company Halsey re- 
ceived his Instructions, and to whom 
he reported?"

Hew Official Asserts

SAN FRANCISCO, July 17—Ip. Efl- 


ward Robceon Tsylor, known ss Cali- 
fornia's most versatile citizen, distin- 
guished alike as attorney, physician 
and scholar, was elected mayor of the 
city of San Francisco last night by the 
board of supervisors. The selection 
was determined upon yesterday after- 
Boon by District Attorney Langdon, 
Francis J. Heney and Rudolph Sprec- 
kels, sjid, after Dr. Taylor had ex- 
pressed a willingness to accept the of- 
fice, the board of supervisors was call- 
ed together, received the resignation of 
Dr.'Boxtor,, and by a vote of 12 to 2 
formally named Dr. Taylor. 


The new mayor, who is 68 years of 
age. 
took 
up his residence in San 
Francisco forty-five years ago. He is 
at present dean of the Hastings law 
college and acting president of Cooper 
medical college. 
He was one of the 


freeholders who framed the city char- 
ter and has gained some renown as a 
poet. 


TWO DECLINE POSITION. 


Dr. Taylor was the third man to 


whom the election was offered by Ru- 
dolph Spreckels and District Attorney 
William H. Langdon. 
His 
selection 
came as a complete, surprise to the 
city, for at no time iri the past weeks 
ef dally guessing was his name by 
anyone mentioned outside of the se- 
cret councils of the District Attorney 
and his half doaen associates. The of- 
fice was tendered to Dr. Taylor a few 
minutes after 4 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon, and hi acceptance was in the 
hands of Mr. Langdon .and Mr. Sprec- 
kels before 5. 
Following the refusal last Friday of

MAY FIND NEW USE 


FOR THE EUCALYPTUS 


BERKELEY, July 17.—A series ol 


Interesting experiments have "been be- 
gun by the United States Forest Ser- 
vice StatloVi, located at the unlver* 
sity, under the direction of Mr. Loren 
E. Hunt, on the wood of the varloui 
kinds of California eucalyptus trees, 
The men at the head of the service 
believe that this wood has possibili- 
ties as a lumber supply for various 
uses, whereas it has heretofore been 
used only as 
firewood. 
The usual 
tests for strength and durability are 
being applied to it at the university 
laboratory with special reference to its 
use for vehicle stock. Investigation is 
also beiug made as to the best meth- 
ods for seasoning the wood. 
It is found that eucalyptus wood is 
tough and pot very brittle and It is 
thought that on 
account 
of these 
properics the lumber will be superior 
to other kinds of wood for certain 
uses. 
It wilt probably not be useful 


for finishing lumber, however, as U 
does not have a good grain and does 
not take a high polish.

as a warning to Japan. Now, Mr. Metcalf is the reverse of a vain- 
glorious person.

Keeping groceries for maay weeks 


is not difficult, and nothing will go 
wrong if the thing* are carefully put 
away when received.

ized, though these subterranean places

OF LADING REFORMED 


The promulgation of the new universal 


bill of lading is belnp delayed pending 
a second conference between a connnlt- 
teo of the American Bankers'" association 
and the general committee framing the 
new condition-!. 
When the work wan 
commenced more than three years ago 
a committee headed by Louis E. Pear- 
son president of the New York National 
Kxchange bank, suggested certain condi- 
tions which the general committee did 
not accept as a whole, but the associa- 
tion offered a bill in congress providing 
for a bill of lading along lines suggested. 
The general committee followed .ill the 
sug-gpstions of the bankers' association 
except one, in which the bankers sought 
to compel the 
railroads 
to have two 
forms of bills of lading, one for ordinary 
shipments and not negotiable, the latter j 
to be consecutively numbered, and when 
issued (he railroad would be responsible 
In case of manipulation. 
Tills condition wai repugnant to the 
railroad portion of the general commit- 
tee, and tlit> commercial interests did not 
fee! it would bo just to saddle such a 
condition on the carriers. 
The general 
committee Inserted Jn the new condi- 
tions that a bill of lading must be "to 
order" to be a negotiable paper, and If 
It was not so made it was non-negoti- 
able and any one lending money on it 
would do so at their own risk. This Is 
satisfactory to nil interests Involved ex- 
cept the banker?. 
It is probable a meeting will he ar- 
ranged at an early date, ns it IB the In- 
tention to put the new hill of lading in- 
to force as soon as possible. The Inter- 
state commerce 
commission 
will pro- 
mulgate the bill of lading as soon as the 
bankers 
and 
general committee have 
reached an understanding. It facing sat- 
isfactory to the commission.
